plunged into the stream.'Apparent- 
ly the locomotive got clear across 
the culvert before it gave way un- 
der the weight of the heavy train. 
Then it slipped back into the water 
and both 
engineer and 
fireman 


were killed. 


One passenger car buried in the 


stream, was swept 100 yards 
out 


into the Platte river, .Wyoming's 
largest stream. 
Platte 
river 
is 


more than a mile wide at a point 
near the wreck. 


Neither the Cheyenne nor Cas- 


per sleepers went into the stream. 


A rescue train from Casper 
ar- 


rived at the scene of thp. wreck at 
11 p. m. and immediately it was 
seen that the best chance of rescue 
was by means' of a rope arrange- 
ment strung from ths east bank. 
There were from 20 to 24 persons 
on top of the sleeper, all begging 
to be rescued. 


The most thrilling portion, of the 


rescue scene then ensued. 


Cable Rope Used In Rescue 


A big cable rope obtained at the 


Big Muddy Oil field, was thrown 
over to the marooned sleeper. 


With the headlight of the loco- 


motive of the relief train playing 
on the scene, the slow process of 
rescue in this manner proceeded. 
Men women and children went hand 
over hand from the sleeper to the 
east bank, a distance of more than 
150 feet. Several times women lost 
one hand-hold of the rope, only to 
regain 
their 
balance 
and 
save 


themselves from dropping into the 
water. 


After their perilous trip, several 


women fell into a dead faint and 
had to be carried to waiting cars. 
A man carried a baby in his arms 
from the marooned car to the bank 
and almost miraculously effected a 
rescue.

vhich he dragged me up on the" 
bank and I counted six others', 
besides myself who escaped. "It 
appeared that a cloudburst had 
occurred recently as the river 
receded two feet before I start- 
ed'back for Casper. "One of .the 
cars in the river about 25 feet 
from the. bank appeared to be 
only half under water. Whether 
this was the chair car or the 
smoker I do not know."

Dowell still remain unsurpassed by 
native writers who have followed 
him. 
Although a large share of his 


training was in the hands of Latin 
Americans (notably. Teresa Carre- 
no) and Germans 
(among whom 


Raff exercises the profoundest in- 
fluence), there is in his music an 
individuality, f-^edom,- and sincer- 
ity which has been called definite- 
ly American. 
MacDowell did not 


permanently settle in the 
United 


States until he was 28 years old, 
and it is the music written after 
that period which has brought to 
his name his great "renown. 


Defender of Native Music. 


He brought with him the best for 


romanticism that had been foster- 
ed in Germany, also a belief in po- 
etic suggestion and in programmat- 
ic titles. 
At the same 
time, he 


threw all of his great and increas- 


ing influence into the fight for -the 
recognition of American music. Not 
that he favored letting patriotism 
take precedence of art; he mereU 
insisted that 
American 
composi- 


tions should be performed on their 
own merits. 
Another idea which 


MacDowell did much to popularize 
was this: that 
there is a

source of beauty and insniration in 
the native melodies of trie

We feel that Wisconsin is to be con- 


gratulated on her "low" rate in the 
above test. Reading in quantity too 
often becomes a dissipation instead of 
the mental spur to action that rightly di- 
rected reading is.

HE most significant statement made 
by any American banker on the sit- 


t nation in Europe was recently made by 
Thomas W. Lamont in Chicago. He told 
the bankers of the middle west that 
there would be no war over the Ruhr. 


If a man in Lament's position ever 


could get the habit of frank speech, he 
would have said: Morgan does not want 
a war now. He wants to loan money to 
European governments and finance great 
private ventures. The governments of 
all great powers are about to act in this 
direction. There will be peace and a 
business boom. Get ready to subscribe 
to a large international loan to Germany 
and France. 


Soon after J. P. Morgan had arrived 


in Europe and Premier Baldwin had 
been in conference with Premier Poin- 
care, a new tone crept into the reports 
of the news agencies about the Ruhr. 
Berlin reports announced the approach- 
ing end of passive resistance. The Ger- 
man government would surrender uncon- 
ditionally. London reports hinted that 
if Germany would save Poincare's face, 


[To The Editor]-nXow that the ci-ty fathers 


have given us a nice new set of traffic laws 
it behooves us to read them and obey. 


But what are we to make of section 20 as 


printed in yesterday's -Capiial Times? 
It 


says:- "No vehicle driving onto State or King 
streets shall make a left turn of less than 90 
degrees." Then there are two examples given 
which would make the section read as fol- 
lows: "No vehicle driving onto State or King 
streets shall make a left turn of MORE than 
00 degrees." Get out your pencil, sketch a 
map of the intersections' of Main, Webster and 
King streets. A car going west on E. Main 
street would go down Pinckney street if it 
turned through a 90 degree angle. If it turned 
through an angle of 135 degrees it would go 
down King street. By the wording.of the sec- 
tion this is permitted, but by the example 
given it is not permitted. Or subject the sec- 
ond example to the same scrutiny: A car go- 
ing south on Webster street and turning left 
onto King street must turn through an angle 
of only 45 degrees. According to the wording 
of the section this is forbidden. What are we 
to do? 
. 


Take a look -at section 11. All this honking 


should be eliminated or at least greatly re- 
duced. It scares people into danger more of- 
ten than it scares them out. If all honking 
were 
forbidden 'drivers would have to 
be 


careful. Furthermore, it might be possible to 
abate the nuisance of the lazy man who honks 
his horn instead of climbing out and ringing 
the doorbell. New York City and other places 
are -trying to regulate -and reduce the honk- 
ing curse; why not Madison? 


The 15 mile an hour provision is very nice, 


but what are the police and judges going to do 
about it? Fifteen miles an hour is 22 feet per 
second. Some of our good citizens may derive 
considerable amusement if they will step off 
say 110 feet in front of their, houses and time 
the cars that pass. To be within the limits 
the car should take five whole seconds to pass 
over the IHf-foot strip. 
The good citizen 


might then learn the value of an ordinance 
when police and judges will not enforce it.— 
Cosmo Politan. 


URGES CONTRACT LAW 


[To the Editor]—Under our system of gov- 


ernment and theory of individual liberty, it is 
not surprising that the highest court in the 
land should 
have held 
unconstitutional and 


void the act of congress which sought to -fix a 
minimum wage. 


The surprising thing is that such laws should 


be passed and that some of our judges should 
uphold their constitutionality. In holding the 
act void, the court well said: "The right to 
contract about one's affairs is a part of the 
liberty of the individual protected by the fifth 
amendment of the constitution."- 


Assuredly if men and women do not have 


the right to make contracts for labor that are 
mutually agreeable they do not have that free- 
dom and individual liberty which 'is the first 
guarantee, of our theory of government. 
Em- 


ployers and employes must he' free, from legal 
restraint in determining what the money terms 
of their wages agreement may be. 


This tendency to regulate everything by law, 


to always and ever hedge about men and wom- 
en with legal restrictions so that all freedom 
of individual action and initiative shall be de- 
stroyed is a tendency of modern government. . 


Paternalism, once the horror of the Ameri- 


can citizen, is now accepted., as a matter of 
course. 
It may be .expected that as .a result 


"of the sound and whole'some doctrine enunci- 
ated by the Supreme Court, there will be an 
insistent demand from the paternalists' for 
another constitutional amendment, giving the 
legislative authority unlimited power-to regu- 
late lives, the pay and habits of the citizens of 
America.—Ernest A. Snell, Sparta, Wis.
